Immediately after tho order had been 
passed along the line to halt and pitch 
teats tor tho nijglit, a iinZQ xmsfeer of 



o£llcei-3 galloped on to' the village Imd 
sought Hholter beneath the roof of tho 
hotel it eiintaiui.'d. It had been my 
purpose to LH-t a hot supper and dry bed 
also, but my jjrufe.ssional duties detained 
mo for some time, and when I reached 
the door of the mn I was informed that 
not only all tlie betla, but every square 
foot of the parlor and altting-room floors 
had boon pre-empted. 

It wiw whili- sadly wcudiug my way 
back to eaiup that 1 had tlio rare good 
fortune, or fate, to attract the attention 
of Dr. Jewell.

man notions entertained by Alexander 
the Third, for it is well known that he 
'is much less strongly attached than was 
the late Czar to the alliance with Ger- 
inmy, and that France, in her time of 
trouble, found in the present ruler of 
:'■ Russia an earnest sympathizer, it 
'I cannot 'but 'be' isxpected', tben,"-tHat the 
Greek cause will': have "at the Courc of 
Si. Petersburg an able advocate in the 
person of the new Empress. It has 
been said that: — "The Greek cause rises 
with the new Czar, and especially whh 
. - the Czarina, who has resolution 
and energy ,and will certainly take more 
part in public affairs then any Empress 
' since Catherine. She has preat mental 
and conjugal influf^nce over her hus- 
band." It is probable that one of her 
early efforts will be directed towards a 
policy favourable to Grefce, so that 
unless the Turks, awakened to a sense 
of new danger, should resolve to make 
necessary concessions, the death of the 
, late Czar many prove a serious obstacle 
in the way of a peaceable settlement of 
the Greco-Turkish imbroglio; for Greece, 
once assured of Russian aid and sympa- 
thy, might insist upon demands which 
otherwise would be abandoned as hope- 
less. In the way of internal, reform 
the Czar has ordered the establishment 
of elective Municipal Councils in all 
the large cities an 1 town of the Empire. 
It is not likely that this small step in 
thb direction of rc] resentative Govern 
' meut will go far to satisfy the revo- 
lutionary party, since even the great 
work of emancipating the serfs, accom 
plished by the late Emperor, evoke>l 
■ but little gratitude from the subjfot 
classed. As a St. Petersburg pa | er re 
■-' marked rccentlv, the rofonus which he 
introduced, for reasons beyond hia con- 
trol, have not penetratedjSO deeply into 
• the national life as , ho^ wouldf' have 
r '«[jBUj.d.C> These reforms, which " were 
^1 "Tntehtled to rouse public conscience and 
provide a field of action for social 
forces, have not in ap|)licaiion attained 
their end; not that the jirinciple was 
falsa, but because the co-operation of 
the action of Government . and of so- 
ciety was necessary, and this unhappily 
has been wanting for yeat-b past. It 
may'be that the new Czar, by entering 
upon a thoroughly liberal course, may 
prove the sincerity of his desires for 
■reform, and thus disarm, in a great 
, measure, the terrible Nihilist con 
epicacy;, ivthich has baffled all the Rus- 
sian powers of repression. The revo- 
lutionists have taken every possible 
means to let the Emperor and those 
\j ; 'around him know e.vactly what their 
' ' -desires are, and they have shown that, 
if they are incapable of effecting any 
goodrin theniselves ihey are al}le to 
make away with a Czar" who pays too 
little heed to their demands. That tho 
Nihilists are aided and abetted by per- 
sons high in authority is quite evident, 
though it is possible that tho intentions 
of such persons have been exceeded by 
those whom they have encourged, The 
the chief encouragement received by 
the Nihilist.s, however, seems to come 
■!from' abroad, and this renders the or- 
ganization much more difficult for tho 
Russian authorities to deal with. In 
Paris tho police find occupation in 
removing from tho walls placards to 
the effect that "the Socalists of Paris 
congratulate and , encourage the Nihi- 
lists' of Russia, Avho, by their energetic 
action, have shown the disinherited of 
the two hemispheres how to rid the 
earth of a tyrant. They hope the les- 
. soniwill not bo lost, and undertake, on 
their own part, to us6 every effort to 
■■'nJttke it beneficial to the cause of justice 
ahdf equality." The great success 
which hasattended the Xriiilist organiza- 
tion must be ascribed to the indiffer- 
ence, if not favor, with .which it is 
looked upon by society generally in 
Russia. That an organization openly 
• lavowing murder as its prime object 
. could. Jje looked upon with favor by 
sensible people is a difficult thing for 
'"a' Bi*itish subject to understand or be- 
'lieve, hut tho apparent indifference 
witii which tho news of tho lato Czar's 
murder was received by the Russian 
public shows hut too plainly that the 
"great sorrow" was by no means uni-

Humauo Ofior of tlio "J. S. J^uthori- 
tics. 

The barbarous troattnent to which tlio 
uufortunato sltip's company and passoii- 
gois of the American barque Henry Buck 
have been subjected to has aroused a fool- 
ing of just indignation throughout the en- 
tiro community. Yesterday the Council 
of tlio Board of Trade waited on llr. Ham- 
ley, collector of customs, to urge that ini- 
mediate action bo taken to relieve tho 
people from their perilous position. Mr. 
Hamley informed the Ouuncil that he had 
drawn tho attention of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to tho condition of affairs and 
had been instructed to detain tho passen- 
gers and crow on board, the cost of main- 
tainauce to bo defrayed by the ship. 
While, tho confereuco was proceeding U. 
S. 'CouiMsU Franciii eniored and informed 
the collector that ho had received a tele 
gram from the U. S. authorities at Port 
Townsend ofToring to receive the ship and 
<luarantinB her crew and passoii- 
gera on shore in buildings erected 
for tho purpose at Point Wilson. 
Tho Consul was urged to telegraph an ao- 
, oeptttncdj^sM^thd" offer ^whiijli ooritrasts most 
favorably with the inaction of our govern- 
ment. The owner of tho barque will ar- 
rive hero on Monday. In the moanwhilo 
the diaea."5e is making frightful inroads 
on board the infected vessel. Several 
paasongers are reported down with tho 
diseoae and none of the "well people have 
, vet'.beep' vaooinated. v Mra. Dayis ia very 
low.'

After holding on in 
this way for some time. Brown proposed 
I'elinquishing tho boat and striking out 
for tho shore. Mr. Fisher tried to dis- 
suade him from his purpose, advising him 
to stick to the boat. Brown, however, 
let go, turning to strike out for tho land. 
As he did se, Mr. Fisher, thus losing his 
support, went under, and on coming up 
jigain could see nothing of Brown. Re- 
suming his hold of the boat, lie was res- 
cued as before stated. On being taken 
into . the canoe, insensibility intervened 
and continued for several hours, — only 
yielding to tho cxcollont treatment of tho 
friends at Deas'a ciuuiery and from L.id- 
ner's Landincf. Immediately on-mcuvor- 
ing Mr. Fisher diap!itchod n.-irties to 
search for Brown along tho slioru in the 
vicinity of the accident, but without dis- 
covering any trace of hini whatever. 
There: would therefore, appear to be 
really no ground for supposing that the 
poor fellow succeeded in reaching the 
shore."

A man just down from Walla Walla 
informs us that dullness and clepression 
are painfully prevnlnnt in that hitherto 
live and growing town. The reason 
for this is plain enough. The railroads 
are taking the trade of the town else- 
where, and slowly sapping its lifeblood. 
The people bound for Idaho, Ifortli- 
easlern Washington and Eastern Ore- 
gon no longer make Walla Walla a 
stopping place, and only n small frac- 
tion of thera even go through it. Years 
ago it was the one route of travel for 
all that country. Now it is one route 
formally. Insiead of bcin^; the em- 
jjorium and entrepot of a vast region, 
covering a hundred thousand square 
miles, it does not now and iitiver will 
again exclusively occupy that position 
for its own country. It will always 
be a leading town in the eastern half 
of the Territory, but Dayton, Spokane 
Fulls, Cheiiuy, Colfax, EUensburg, 
Goldendalo, Yakima City, and perhaps 
other ()oints, will dispute its supreraaey 
and divide its trade and importance. 
Property has depreciated in value, 
building is inactive, and there is less 
promise for the future than there is 
doing in the present. A road termina- 
ting there, and terminating hero as 
well, would do more toward.-j building 
up the town than anything oUd, but 
we are afraid the people there have 
lost their opportunity. Instead of 
doing for themsnlves they have always 
cried to us to do for them, and failing 
to do for tlii-ni ihcy have too often 
abused u.s. — Seattle Intelligencer.

y SfAGEjLLUSIONS. 

Mimy of the peculiar effects jiroduced 
upon tho stage, imitatiag'i mooulit^t, 
B^onliglit, tliundor, wind, rain and ouior 

9naiujal pbenomcua; uro a vnzzAe to those 
autaido o£ tho bufliiieaa. IJow sucLroal- 
I yfitio repteseututiona of thoae tlmiga as 
' ■ are oU-an witnessed iipou tha btago cau 
be made is a quostiou that often enters 
the mind of the spectator, and is seldom 
1 ... i" answered in; a satisfactory manner. It 
is always fho- ambition of scone paintera 
^ .and stoge carpenters to do\'isa improved 
"'nietlidds of imitating thpso tilings, and 
'herioa''the stuyo may bo said to tiy to 
hold tho mirror up to nature in a ma- 
terial, as well as a moral aonae. Au- 
thors, in writing plays, are always on 
the looKout for an opportunity to pro- 
duce a telling etl'uct. Tho amount of 
work, bestowed upcu their production in 
a theater is simply aatonialiing to those 
• ' unacquainted witb that mysteribiis realm 
known as " behind tho scenes." 

Thunder is a common stage effect, 
and is used vriQi great ndvantago iu 
many pla.ys. In former days it was 
produced hy shaking a largo piece of 
sheet-hon hung iunnediately above tho 
prompter's desk. Thin contrivance pro- 
duced a good imitation of sharp, rat- 
tling thunder, but failed to give the dull 
roar which is olwavs heard in storms. A 

_ , contrivance for this purpose was soon 

invented. A heavy box finmo is made, 
and over it is tightly dra-wn a calf akin. 
. Upon this tho prompter oporutes with a 
stick, one end of which ia padded and 
- ' covered with chamois skin. A flash of 
Hghtning," produced with magnesium, 
and a sharp crack of the shuet-iiou, fol- 
lowed by a long decreasing roll upon 
tho "thunder drum," produces an eflect 
which is startlingly realistic. I'lavol- 
ing companies ore eomjvulled to bo sat- 
isfied with the sheet-iron alone; and tho 
/ tragedian who enters a theater provided 
with a oompleto thunder apparatus al- 
ways ia happy to think tl)at his battle 
with tho elements in "King Lear" will 
be worth lighting. 
. ' ' Tha rain machine in large theaters is 
: a fixtui-e ])lucod high in tho " flies," A 
l '' cylinder in made of " half-inch " wood. 

It is u-nally five fuel iu circumference, 
' and four loot in lon;;th. Upon tho in- 
side are placed rows of small wooden 
teeth. A lot of dried peas is placed in 
the cylinder, a rope belt isroutouud one 
end of it and do^vn ta ffie- prompter's 
. desk, and is it ready for a drenching 
. , sliower. By turning the cylinder, tho 
\ peaa roll down between tlie teeth, and 
the noise produced by them makes a 
good imitation of ruin falling upon a 
roof. A sudden pull of the rope, ao- 
conipauied by a gust ou the "wind ma- 
' chine," gives the sound of the sweep of 
a blast of wind during a storm. iTav- 
eling compauieB often meet with thea- 
ters where there is no wind machine. 
A sufficiently-good one, however, is 
easily proclucoJ, A commou child's 
hoop Lh obtainoil, aud a sheet of brown 
paper ia pasted on it after the manner of 
a fiircus-riJer'.s balloon. A handful of 
bird-shot, is placed npon tho paper. 
The "muolune " is canted from one aid* 
to the other, and tho shot rolls around 
tho paper, producing a fairly-good rain 
effect. 

Wind is an item that is very useful in 
heightening the effect of stage storms. 
It ia often dispensed with in thodters 
where strict atteution ia not. paid to de- 
tails, but not without a loss of "real- 
. iBm,|' . It has, moreover, a. great influ- 
' enco' over the feelings of apectators. 
The wind machine is constructed in this 
manner. A heavy frame is made, in 
which is set a cylinder provided -ftith 
paddles, and resembUug very much the 
stern-wheel-i soon on Ohio river tow- 
boats. Acroaa tho top of this cylinder 
is stret^-hed OS tightly as possible apiece 
»f heavy gros-grain silk. This silk re- 
laaids stationary while the wheel ia 
<amed by a crank. Tho rapid passage 
.1 tne paddles acro?s the sui-lnco of tuo 
hiUc produces tiie noise of wind. Often 
traveling companies are in theaters 
where there is,no wind machine. Then 
. the property groans audiblv and 
proceeds to do what, in theatrical par- 
lance, is called "faking" tho wind. He 
selects a heavy piece of gaa hoso, called 
by stage men "tlo.xible," and, findhig a 
quiet corner where there is sullieieut 
apace to swing a cat without dangei — to 
tlie cat — he whirls it around his head 
mth the greatest possible rapidity. This 
method prodtices very satisfactory results 
— to ovci-y ono but the ^■"'"pert.y man. 
Ho is a long-suffering person ; but tho 
extraction of wind from ' ' flexible" eau.ses 
him to find life tedioua. 

Every ono lias heard tho startling crash 
that ia produced when tho hero kicks 
the villain through a four-inch oaken 
door. Ono would think that not only 
the door but tho villain niu.st bo com- 
pletely Bhultcrod. TliiB uoise is pro- 
duced by the orasli inachiue, one of the 
oldest implements of imitation still 
used on the stiige. It i.s similar to the 
wind machine in cunslruction. A wheel 
with paddles set at nn nngle of about 
forty-tive degrees to the rn<.lii Li tho main 
part of ' the machine. Upon the toj) of 
the wheel ono end of a stout piece of 
wood is pressed down by fastening tho 
other end tea portion of the frame-work. 
When tho wheel is turned, tho slats 
passing imder tho statii^narj' piece pro- 
duce a rattling crash. The piiuciplo of 
tho machine is 'illustrated by tho amall 
boy who runa a stick alou^ a paling 
fence and is gratifed. by introducing 
into the world on additional morsel of 
hubbub. 

There ia nothinR tliat cau bo so well 
counterfeited on the stage as moonlight 
HCenery. And yet tber'j is nothing 
which requires more work. Tlie artist 
begins the task by iiaiuting a moonlight 
scene. In daylight such a scene ia a 
ghastly sight. It is done in cold grays 
and greens,- in which Prussian blue and 
burnt umber play an important part ; 
J ''and tha h^lita are put in with white 
""^lightly tinged vdth emerald green. 
Tho strong moonlight of the foreground 
ia produced by, a calcium light tlrrown 
through a green glass. The fainter 
light upon tho acenery at tho back of 
the stage is obt:uned from " green mo- 
diums " — a row of argand burnera \vith 
green chimneys. These are placed upon 
' the stage just in front of the main scono, 
and are " masked iu " from the view of 
the audience by a "ground piece." A 
'iw°6f^;3them.'iSi.dfte^ from 
the " flica>" in order to light the top of 
, the scene. This upper row is masked 
isx by "sky borders." Thus a soft 
giieen light is thrown over ihe entire dis- 
tftiace, while its source does not moot 
the view of the spectator. A usual feat- 
.ure of stage moonlight scenes is water, 
-Yi^iobVEe it affords an opportnnity. for 
tiie introduction nf tho "ripple" 
— a,, charmingly mttural... stage of- 
■ <^-*f§ofe'"Ti1'iQain' scene' 'in 'a^inoonlight 
view is always painted on a "drop" — 
that is, a scono mnde like the curtain 
let doAvn between tho acts. Tho posi- 
tion of tho moon bouig determined, iin- 
Vi- mediately under it, beguming at tho 
'^'Kdrizon, a' number of small, meguloi- 
;^oles are cut jj) Uie 5rop. These ue

AVlu'ii the maohlno is 
turned the thishing of the light from the 
pu.s.siug lu)h-a iu the lowol through the 
stationary ones in thu drop produce a 
fine ripple. ~ It is^id'-'ays better to turn 
tho towel HO that tliii hble.'iptiSs u^jwaid, 
as that helps to uiako tho iiiimio wave- 
lots seem to danco up toward tho 
sky. Instead of a towel a large tin I'yl- 
iiider has boon used, Init it is euiuber- 
somo and noisy. It Ih necessary to turn 
this towel with great steaiUneas ; other- 
\ri&o tho ripples will go ^i' li's and 
starts, and eutirolj' lose' their natural ap- 
pearance. Bturs arc easily. put. into; the 
sky. Each twiiikl ug orb coiisista of a 
spangle hung upon a pin bout into a 
double hook. The sligMest motion of 
tho (hop causes these slarn to shake and 
the flashing of the liglit upon them pro- 
duces the tv.-iukle. 

Ouo of tho most beautiful ollects pro- 
duced upon tlie stage is tho change from 
day to night, or from night to day. Of 
those the former is the more striking, 
and a description of it -n-iU' servo to ex- 
plain the princii)le of both. In order to 
produce the proper elleet, the back drop 
is made nearly double tho height of tho 
usual scenes. The upper half of it is 
painted to represent a sunset sky, and 
tho lower half to represent moonlight. 
It is hung so that tho ui)por half alone 
ia visible. Th(> scenery of tho distanoo 
is thou })aiiitod upon a sep:Lrate piece, 
which ia " profiled;" that is, the irregu- 
lar line of the horizon nuule by trees, 
moimtains or houses is sharply cut out 
■wnth a circular saw. This pieci) is placed 
immediately in front of tho sky drop. A 
few feet further in front is hungwhat is 
known as a cut gauze drop. This has 
aides and top of oaavas' painted aa the 
ctise requires, while the center is filled 
with fine gauze which lends an aerial ef- 
fect to tho distance. Rod "mediums" 
are employed to give a soft, sunaet glow 
to tho Bceno. At tho proper moment, 
the back drop is very slotvly and steadily 
hauled up, while tho. red mediums are 
slowly turned off and green ones turned 
on. The moon is made in the night halt 
of the bky-dii.p, and rises >.vUh it. 
When it rises above tho distant horizon, 
the green mediums oi-e turned on to 
their full power, and the green calcium 
light is brought into play. The effect 
of this change, when carefully managed, 
is always very beautiful, and is sure to 
. draw forth applause from an audience, 
Moonriao, in a scene whore ihero is no 
change from daylight to darkness, is of- 
ten produced with a muslin drop and a 
" moonbos:." Tho muslin drop is paint- 
ed to represent tho sky, tho clouds Doing 
painted on strips of canvas out in tho 
required shape and sewi on. The moon 
is made with a box on ono side of which 
a circular hole is cut. Over this hole is 
posted a piece of white muslin. A 
couple of wires serve to draw tho moon 
upivard. Of oonrso tho white illuminat- 
ed circle shows plaiul.v through tho mus- 
lin sky, but disappears when passing be- 
hind tho canvas clouds. By having an- 
other piece of muslin painted red and 
impercoptiblv fading to white, placed at 
the back of tlie drop in the moon's path, 
the orb of night can bo made to appear 
red at the horizoUj and gradually change 
to pale yellow as it sails slowly upward. 
Floating clouds are easily imitated by 
hanging in front of the sk.y drop a gauze 
drop upon which are aevra moalin or 
canvas clouds, aud moving tho whole 
slowly. 

An ocean of heaving waters is made in 

this way : Each bounding wave ia out 
out aeparately. Tlie first row is set up 
with a distance of three or four feet be- 
tween each billow ; and the second row 
is sot so as to show in tho openings left 
by the first. Small boys furnish tho 
motive power. The waves are rocked 
back ana forth, not from side to side ; 
and the effect is \'&ty good. Tho noise 
of water rolling upon a boaob is well im- 
itated iu a simple manner. A box of 
light wood is luied with tin. Bj' putting 
two or three ounces of bird-shot into this 
and causing it to roll ai-ouud, tho desued 
sound is produced. 

Fire scenes are sometimes dangerous ; 
but with proper cwre they may bo ren- 
dered comparatiyely safe. That they 
are not so hazardous as is generally 
supposed by the uninitiated beholder may 
bo learned from tho follo\ving descrip- 
tion : Ouo of tho most famihar firo 
scenes is that which occurs iu the 
" Streets of New York," in which a 
three-story house bums down, the roof 
caving in, tho sliultera falling, and the 
walls breaking with a wonderful appear- 
ance of r.'ali.sni. The house is painted 
on thre.' sepnrati; pii^ees, the top one of 
whicli is swung from the flies ; this con- 
stituttis the roof, Upon tho second, ia 
l)ainted half the wall, and it is joined to 
tho bottom piece iu an m-egidar zig-zag 
lino. The simple dropping in succession 
oi these pieces to, the stage produces the 
falling of roof and wall. Tho lire itself 
is represented by chemical red fire and 
powil(!red lycopodium used separately, 
tho fonuor to give a red glow and the 
latter to represent llames. Tho shut- 
tors, which are tu fall, ar(! fastened to 
tho Kcoue with a pri.-paration called 
" ((uick-match." This ia uiadu of pow- 
der, alcohol and a lamp wick. Tho wiu- 
dow frames aud wiislies are made of sheet 
iron. They are covered \vith oaknu 
soaked in alcohol or naphtha. These 
sushcs aud frames are not fastened to the 
canvas scene at all, but are placed a short 
distance behind it uponn^latforms. The 
quicke.,t possible toiicirof tlame ignites 
tho oakum, . aud, iti; a moment, the tiro 
runa around 'the saSh and nothing is^aj)- 
poi-ently loft but the blackened and 
charred Avood. Steam is used to repre- 
sent the smoke that issues from the cran- 
nies in tho walls of the buniiug build- 
ing ; aud an occasional crash, followed 
by the ignition of a little powder to pro- 
diico a sudden pulf ot smoke, gives the 
speotatqr\au idcajof^a jaUiug rafter. Be- 
hind the entire >icoue i« 'plabbd a very 
large endless h . i upon which is paint- 
ed a mass of ilaaie.s. This ia kept in 
constant upward motion ; aud, when 
viewed through an opeu window iu the 
house, gives a good idea of the supposed 
rajjing furuaco within. Add to these 
thmgs: a real llre-engiuo ou tho stage, a 
host of yelling supernumeraries iu dis- 
carded firomeu's uniforms, and tho spec- 
tator is easilj- filled with a seuso of tre- 
mendous diuiger. Nevertheless the only 
flames upon the stage are those arising 
from tho burning of lycopodium in a 
" flash torch ; " and they are only al- 
!ow6d^tb.;bliiziSiupicii^fQi§^<^|tira 
a tune.*'-Pirei SftKSatear^ MiSfiiig ftom 
a lire scene, are usually CBURed by ■ care- 
li.'saness in handling the powder which 
is used .to produce pufife of smoke.
